WASHINGTON .T— The num ber 
of officially disclosed 1953 govern­ 
m ent firings for disloyalty reasons 
rose to 29 today as tho adm inis­ 
tration took steps toward analyzing 
2.2(H) “ security risk” cases. 
The figure of 29 covers only five

whose

have been questioned about secur­ 
ity separations by the House Ajv- 
propriations Com m ittee and whose 
testimony has been m ad e public.

Subversives Weeded Out 
Most recent agency to report was 
the Com m erce D epartm ent. In tes­ 
timony m ade public today.

Figures Not Released 
The State 
D epartm ent already 
has given its figures but the com­ 
mittee has not released them. Re- 
ixjrtedly, there have been 534 se­ 
curity firings in the State Depart-! 
m ent. with ll or 12 involving dis­ 
loyalty. 
On that basis, with State D epart­ 
m ent figures unofficial the com ­ 
mittee has received reports .show­ 
ing that out of 971 security cases j 
in six departm ents, 40 or 41 have 
involved persons found or suspect­ 
ed to be disloyal.

r e p o r t e r , 
“ He looked like a wild animal. He 
behaved like a wild animal and 
there was to my mind absolutely 
no doubt he had been reared by 
animals ” 
Sir Philip was making a lecture 
tour of India and Ceylon when the 
9-year-old boy was found in a de­ 
serted freight car at a railroad sta­ 
tion in Lucknow, India. 
“ I was invited by the Lucknow 
doctors 
to inspect the boy,” he 
aid 
“ I spent about 30 minutes 


with him in the company of Indian 
doctors.” 
W. J. Seymour, NJanson-Batu s 
secretary, said: 
“ At first when we heard that a 
'wolf 
boy’ 
had 
been 
found 
Sir 
Philip didn’t believe it for a mo­ 
ment. After we had seen him Sir 
Philip was completely convinced— 
and so would anyone else who had 
seen him. He looked indescribably 
frightened 
Ho sat on the ground 
and tore at raw m eat with his 
teeth and lapped at milk just like 
an anim al.” 
Manson-Bahr added: 
“ To be frank, I never expected} 
to be convinced of the authenticity 
of this boy. But the evidence was 
overwhelming. 
“ There is to my mind not the 
slightest doubt that this child had 


fxeen reared by a wfld animal fam ­ 
ily from very early in its life. 
Previously the hospital superin­ 
tendent at Lucknow, Dr. N. 
M. 
Sharma. said 
he was “ perfectly 
convinced” the boy was raised by 
wolves But Kali Prasad, professor 
of psychology at Lucknow Univer­ 
sity. asserted the child is “ any­ 
thing but a wolf boy.” Some au­ 
thorities theorized the 
child had 
been neglected by his parent* and 
finally abandoned.
